Fiscal Court and the 
Division of the Chamber 
of Commerce met Saturday afternoon 
at the courthouse for the purpose of 
discussing the need of good roads in 
Mason county and the. advisability or 
voting a bond Issue for same. 

Mr. K. T. Kirk waa elected chair- 
man of the meeting and Mr. Thomas 
P Boone waa elected secretary. Mr. 
Kirk explained to the members of the 
Fiscal Court and those present that the 
object of the meeting was to discuss 
with the court the advisability of vot- 
ing a bond Issue for the construction 
ot good roads in Mason county and 
that a road commission was to handle 
•II the funds and to look after the 
construction of tho roads in case the 
issue carried, taking the matter out of 
the handa of the Fiscal Court. 

County Attorney Hecs read to the 
members of the court the law passed 
at the last meeting of the Kentucky 
General Assembly allowing the Fiscal 
Court to elect a road commission of 
not less than four members and to be 
equally divided as to the two leading 
political parties. Theao men are to 
be paid the same and operate the same 
as the Fiscal Court would under other 
former state aid law. It was explain- 
ed that the forming of this commis- 
sion was to be created by tho Fiscal 
Court and was to take care of the 
work because of the fact that said 
court had too many other matters to 
attend to. The members of the court 
woro asked what they thought ot the 
matter and expressed their willing- 
ness to be relieved of the burden. 

It was also suggested that an ad- 
visory committee, composed of one 
member from each precinct in the 
county, which will work without pay, 
be selected to advise in the work. 

To this end a motion was made that 
the chairman appoint a committee of 
men from those present at Saturday's 
meeting to nominate four or more 
men from the county as members of 
the commission and that their names 
be placed before the Fiscal Court at 
Its meeting Tuesday or later in the 
week. Chairman Kirk appointed 
Messrs. A. Clooney. Al I.ukins, David 
Hunter, Watt Worthlngton and Alfred 
Peed.

The New York .Journal of Commerce publisher a special from 
Washington which attempts lo -how a ehangi' .<t alt it lit le among eer 
lain interests throughout the country on the aubject of Iht tariff 
"The old style demand lor practically prohibitory protection is 
growing weaker in many sections," says the article, 'mid III son* 
•itimrtcrs is disappearing." It is doubtful if any such i (etna ltd ever 
seriously existed. The American sentiment for protection In ilomcstM 
industries, as represented in the legislation of the RepnUicnn porty, 
has never been fur ahaoliite prohibition of imports. 

A fair adjustment of duty rales whi.-h would give our prodneeri 
an even break in their home market ia w hat Ihey ha\.- aaked. Th 
Republican party has always placed its chief relincc for revenue on 
the protective tariff n tax paid chiefly by Ihe foreigner ami w hich 
is of general heiieiit to the country. Obviously the levying of cxtor 
tionate rates would result in the loss of this revenue to the extent that 
the rates were prohibitive, ami liepublican tariff laws have heen re- 
markably gOOtl revenue producers. 

The Underwood law was characterised by i t > framcr as a "com 
petitory" measure. It is. to the limit. (inlet- il 74 per cent ol our 
imports are coining in free, and the average duty rate now hovers 
around 8 percent. Asa revenue producer il is a farce, and the Dem 
ocrats Hre now suggesting Hftj -even varieties of taxation to holstei 
it. up.

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Washington, D. ( .— A survey of tho 
nation's resources In fertilizer mater- 
ials has drawn attention to the large 
supply of these to be found in the ac 
cumulation of garbage In cities. This 
waste msterlal contains nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid nnd potash, which are 
recognized as essential to the produc- 
tion of large crops. Valuable as these 
elements are to the farms of the coun- 
try, the garbage In which they are 
found is a source of trouble and ex- 
pense to the cities. It seems, there- 
fore, that this garbage can be dis- 
posed of most advantageously by re- 
turning It to the soil In the form of 
fertilizer. 

In cities of 100,000 people or more 
the reduction of garbage by methods 
which furnish a residue fit for fertil 
ller use has proved to be a profitable 
municipal enterprise, and In smaller 
communities it might be well self-sus- 
taining .Numerous analyses of rnw 
garbage show that, on the average, 
grease constitutes S.I per cent: and of 
the fertilizer ingredients poatsh, 0.3 
per cent; bone phosphate, 1 per cent 
and nitrogen In the form of ammonia, 
1 per cent. On this basis the value of 
a ton of raw garbage is about $5. the 
grease being worth $3 and the fertil- 
izer ingredients about i2. 

Since the grease is of more vnlin 
than the fertilizer, the reduction pro- 
cess Is primarily designed to recover 
| the grease There are three principal 
methods of doing this. The garbage is 
cooked and steamed and then pressed 
dry and degrcased in gasoline. Or 
the garbage is dried directly In rotary 
hot air kilns and then degrcased iu 
gasoline; or it is dried and degreased 
in one operation. 

As raw fertilizer contains To per 
cent water and 3.5 per cent grease, the 
yield of the tankage residue or for 
tlllzer should be about M per cent 
ThuB, four tons of raw garbage should 
be made to yield one ton of dried tank- 
age and $11' worth of grease. In thi 
retail market the dried tankage sells 
for about $10 a ton und at wholesale 
for $7.50. There has been no great 
fluctuation in these prices for some 
time. In actual practice, however, the 
percentage of tauk.-me obtained is not 
usually LT> per cent. 

At present, however, only six cities 
in the I'nlted Slates operate their own 
reduction plants, uml about M send 
their garbage to privately owned 
plants. These produce in the course 
of a year 160,000 tons of tankage or 
fertilizer, made from 1,045,000 tons of 
raw garbage. If all of the l!t!» cities 
of the I'nlted States which have a 
population of .10.000 or over should 
adopt this method of garbage disposal, 
the total yield should be from 6:17.500 
tons to 937,500 tons of fertilizer per 
year. This would be worth from $4,- 
780.000 to $7,000,000. Additional fer- 
tilizer material could also be obtained 
in tho cities from dead animals, street 
sweepings und stable motiure. 

This subject, specialists iu the Unit- 
ed StateB Department of Agriculture 
believe, merits careful consideration, 
because it will be of advantage both 
to tho Aincricau farmer and to the 
cities from which he obtains his fer- 
tilizer.
